“LABOR AND HARMONY. 

** Something must be done to whip 
these elements into line,’’ said one of 
the delegates to the convention of the 
new Labor Party at Chicago. ‘** With- 
out harmony we will disintegrate.’’ 
It does not appear that the American 
Federation of Labor is to be included 
in the party, nor yet the leading or- 
ganizations of American farmers. 
Negatively, at least, that is a step to- 
ward harmony. ' Recent overtures 
made, by urban labor to the rural 
voter were rather rudely rebuffed. It, 
is true that without the Federation 
and the farmer a labor party will be 
somewhat like ‘‘ Hamlet’ without 
the Prince; but-anything is better 
than disintegration for a political 
group that intends to ‘‘ sweep the 
pountry.” 

Yet work enough retains for the 
party whip. A coalition has been 
made. with the Non-Partisan League— 
@ coalition which is expected to in- 
sure victory in Minnesota in spite of 
the fact that there have been scari- 
dalous developments of late, while 
the. League numbers no less than | 
five parties on the home ground 
which are bitterly opposed to it. 
Within the coalition, moreover, there 
is an excellent chance for a whit- 
tlng away of forces. The Non-Par- 
‘tisan League has a Socialist bias, with 
a@ predilection for an elected adminis- 
tration and the State control of in- 
‘dustry, while other elements at Chi- 
cago are of the anarchist-syndicalist 
type, which abhors democracy and 
abominates bureaucracy.

PRICES, PROFITS, AND 
WAGES. 

| The coal wage dispute is slipping 
into a profit dispute, like the rate 
regulation of the railways. There is 
a story of an Oriental potentate who 
declined. to attend a horse race be- 
cause, he said, it was known to him 
that one horse ran faster than an- 
other. The current controversies over 
wages, prices, and profits are due to! 
those who are amazed to find that one 
man makes more wages, or profits, 
than another, and who are resolved 
to bring all to the same level. - There 
must be one price for coal, one wage 
for the miners, one profit for the oper- 
ators. If one operator makes more 
profit than another, then jt follows 
that he exploited his workers. But 
there is nothing that the workers 
resent more than paying one more 
than another. 
', Miners’ wages were settled by au- 
thority, after prolonged and approved 
inquiry, Which now is being continued, 
and the results of which are expected 
forthwith. Wages are to be increased 
and they are to come out of profits, 
it is said. The industry is already 
overmanned, so much go that it is 
necessary to reduce the time worked 
in order to provide employment for 
greater numbers. Higher wages and 
decreased profits would not produce 
more coal, but rather less, at a time 
of coal famine. . The anthracite in- 
dustry is self-regulated and organized 
on the sides of: both ‘capital and labor. 
There is no trouble in the anthracite 
trade, which works longer hours and 
makes more wages and profits: The 
British coal miners are working longer 
hours than our miners ask, and yes- 
terday a reduction of 10 shillings, 
$2.50 a ton, was announced to do- 
mestic consumers, while our domestic 
consumers are being rationed. . The 
Department of Labor officially states | 
that the bituminous miners worked 
five and a half hours per week day, 
and that if they had worked full time 
they would have raised their wages 
from $24.48 to $29.12 per week. It is 
necessary to remember that their cash 
wages are but paft of their total pay 
and that the wages of pick miners now 
are 168 per cent.'of those of 1902. If 
the total wages are small it is largely 
because the men do not work full 
time, 67 per cent. working only 75 
per cent. full time. The official ap- 
portionment of responsibility for 
shortage of time and production is 
thirty-one idle hours to the ming and 
j.eleven to.the miners.

THE BROOKLYN FARE DISORDERS. 

The immediate 
Brooklyn fare disorders is one of ex- 
pediency and the Public peace. Even- 
tually the question of law and right 
will be settled in the only place where 
it can be settled—the courts. Nothing 
can be settled by personal combat and 
police court proceedings, and both 
parties to them are wrong on that 
method of asserting rights.

No 
doubt time will be necessary, and the 
fares not collected in the interval 
would have been a total loss. But the 
fares were lost when the double fare 
was imposed by force, and the good- 
will of the riders with the.fares. 
The question raised is not one of 
regulation. The Commission has found 
that nickel fares are not sufficient to 
support the credit or the operations of 
the Brooklyn companies, but the Com- 
mission forbids the particular obm- 
pany concerned in these disorders: to/ ha 
raise its fares in the manner which |!

rights. The Commission is not a court 
to decide points of law, but the com- 
might very well have complied 
with the order until it had been set 
aside, if it was made in error or with- 
out authority. That was more the 
duty of the company than the oom- 
pany thought it was the duty of the 
riders to pay.their fares on a pre- 
sumption that the company would not 
demand them wrongfully. Necessarily 
the company gives more attention to 
such matters than individual riders, 
and hires its lawyers by the year, The 
duty from superior information, and 
the diplomacy of expediency, ought to 
have inspired. the company to ‘more 
prudent procedure.
